Pioneer V is the third man- 
made thing to be hurled into a 
planet-like orbit, a 514,500,000- 
mile circle, around the sun, 
The success of its Thor-Able 
launching rocket and the, evi- 
dence that everything aboard is 
in good working order gave 
America’s space scientists a tre- 
mendous boost in_ self-esteem 
after watching Russia’s feats of 
spacecraft. 

Pioneer V is the first satellite 
to be fired. toward an orbit 
closer to the sun than the Earth 
is. After Pioneer V falls into its 
endless swing around the sun— 
its orbit will touch the Earth’s 
and come within about 7,000,000 
miles of the smaller orbit of 
Venues. It’s ‘year’ around the 
sun will be about 311 days. 

The new space probe’s second 
radio is a powerful 150-watt ultra 
high frequency job designed to 
send information back to earth 
from as far as 50,000,000 miles 
away. 

1963 Contact Planned. 

Even in later years, when 
Pioneer V swings back that close 
to earth, scientists hope to be 
able to trigger this big radio 
again and establish contact. This 
could happen in 1963. 

The 150-watter will not be 
turned on until the probe is 
about 5,000,000 miles out, about 
a month from now. Both radios 
operate on 378 megacycles. 

This will be by far the longest 
distance in space covered by 
man-made radio transmission— 
either Russian or American. The 
previous record was set by the 
13- pound Pioneer IV, which even 
now is circling the sun. Its rae 
dio faded out at 407,000 miles 
away. 

The Russians still hold the 
weight championship. Their 
Mechta probe weighed 11% tons, 
Pioneer V weighs 94.8 pounds, 
This difference reflects the Rus- 
sian advantage in rocket thrust, 

The Thor-Able launching de- 
veloped 165,000 pounds of thrust, 
The three-stage rocket, the ins 
tricate liquid-fueled kind, did its 
work with almost absolute pre- 
cision. 

Although it was a spectacular 
achievement in rocketry for the 
United States, it is possible the 
world might regard as greater 
the Russian feats of (1) striking 
the moon and (2) sending another 
vehicle around the moon and 
photographing its hidden side. 

News on Soviet Radio. 

Radio Moscow told Soviet lis- 
teners today about the launching 
of the new satellite by the 
United States.

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Police and Firemen 
Have Own Retire- 
ment System—Meas- 
ure for Pay Rise Is 
Still in Committee. 


The Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday passed a pension plan for 
all city employes except police 
and firemen, who have their own 
retirement systems. The vote 
was 23 to 0. 

In general, the plan provides 
that employes with 30 years of 
service who retire at age 65 will 


get, with Social Security bene- 
fits, about 50 per cent of the 
average of the five highest paid 
years of their last 10 years of 
service. 


Cost to the city, which will pay 
about 4 per cent of its payroll 
into the fund, will be about 
$1,200,000 a year for the next 40 
years. 


Employes will contribute 2 per 
cent of the. first $4800 of their 
annual salary and 5 per cent of 
the excess over that amount. ’ 

Retirement Optional. 


Retirement is optional at age 
65, but after April 1962 it will 
become mandatory at age 70. 
Employes of the so-called county 
offices may elect to participate 
in the plan. 


A companion measure for a 
pay rise of about 5 per cent for 
city workers is still before the 
aldermanic Ways and Means 
Committee. The committee heard 
protests yesterday from repre- 
sentatives of unions that include 
city employes in their member- 
ship. The union leaders contend 
the increase is. insufficient in 
view of the city’s improved fis- 
cal situation. 

The committee called another 
meeting for Monday at 2 p.m., 
when it will hear union leaders, 
city fiscal authorities and mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Com- 
mission to determine whether a 
larger increase is possible. The 
Civil Service Commission re- 
cently refused to increase the

¥ Second Chance 


A second world-wide effort to establish a 
uniform limit to territorial waters will begin 
this coming Thursday at a conference of 86 
nations in Geneva. The United States will 
enter upon it with a growing need for success, 
and under circumstances which have deterio- 
rated even from those which produced failure 
two years ago. It will require statesmanship 
of a very high order to produce results in 
view of the sad lack of any really constructive 
attempt to improve the climate of agreement 
in the two years that have intervened. 

As the second largest fishing nation on 
earth, next only to Japan, the United States 
has a most substantial commercial interest to 
protect. As the militarily strongest nation in 
the free world, this country must guard 
against territorial limits which would close 
strategic straits to our ships in event of war 
and, by forbidding our airplanes to fly above 
them, permit prospective enemy submarines 
to operate there with impunity. 

It became evident at the first United Na- 
tions Conference on the Law of the Sea that 
the proposal with the widest support was 
for a six-mile belt of territorial waters with 
a second six-mile belt of exclusive fishing 
rights. A grandfather clause, permitting ex- 
ceptions to the exclusive fishery belt so that 
nations which had historically fished there 
might continue, was adopted by the United 
States when the United Kingdom refused ‘to 
accept the proposal without it. Though the 
proposal received a supporting vote of 45 na- 
tions, a majority, a two thirds vote was 
required. 

Where are 13 more votes to be picked up 
at the forthcoming second conference? And 
can the 45 who voted favorably two years ago 
be persuaded to stand pat for a second ballot? 
Four nations have raised their sights from six 
to 12 miles in the interim—Panama, Iran, 
Libya and the Sudan. The ill will produced 
in Canada and Latin-America by our trade 
restraints, which Arthur H. Dean, head of the 
United States delegation, said cost us heavily 
in votes two years ago, has hardly been 
assuaged. 

And to make complexity really intricate, 
what about the grandfather clause? Canada 
rejects it as sturdily as Great Britain demands 
it. Our Pacific Northwest fisheries, which 
haul in salmon off the coast of British Colum- 
bia, protest that their exclusion from those 
waters would mean ruin. 

In this difficult dilemma, the United States 
should long since have been working night 
and day to heal trade irritations of other coun- 
tries. But since a policy of inertia has brought 
us to the second conference under thus ad- 
verse conditions, we shall be lucky if we come 
out of it with very much at all. 

The one fact that emerges with anything 
approaching clarity would seem to be that 
the six-and-six formula is the one with the 
most decent chance of adoption. What genius 
of compromise may have to be worked on 
the grandfather clause, or on the absence of 
it, we do not guess. Whatever it is, we think 
it evident that national security is going to 
have to take precedence over commerce, and 
that some sacrifices would be amply compen- 
sated by an agreement on territorial waters. 


The Telephone Tax 


New York’s Governor Rockefeller has pro- 
posed that the 10 per cent Federal tax on 
local telephones be taken over by the indi- 
vidual states for school financing if Congress 
permits the levy to expire on June 30. That 
is a big “if,”’ of course, but if the Federal Gov- 
ernment did let go public education might 
benefit by as much as $463,000,000. This is 
an average of $13 for every pupil in the 
nation. 

The yield from the tax in New York state 
would amount to almost $26 a pupil. In Mis- 
souri the tax produces about $8,800,000 a 
year, or about $12 per pupil. School districts 
in Missouri are now spending an average of 
$311 per pupil, so the telephone tax would lift 
spending by about 3% per cent. It would be 
even less in St. Louis county where spending 
averages $413 per pupil or in St. Louis where 
it amounts to $378. | 

The money might be employed more effec- 
tively if it could be used to guarantee sums 
borrowed to construct new school buildings. 
Several times the annual per-pupil income 
from the tax could be borrowed for buildings, 
and the guaranteed income from this source 
would permit local school boards to make ra- 
tional long-term plans for necessary: capital 
expenditures. One thing is certain: the schools 
could put the money to good use. It is al- 
most as certain that Congress will not make 
it available. 


Medical Bills After 65 


The upcoming political campaign may ac- 
count for some of the current interest in pro- 
posals to make it easier for those over 65 to 
pay medical bills. But the politicians—and 
all the rest of us—are up against a real need, 
and a growing one. 

The Senate Subcommittee on the Problems 
of the Aging reports that 80 per cent of the 
16,000,000 Americans now over 65—of whom 
13,000,000 are retired—have an annual in- 
come of less than $2000 a year. And 60 per 
cent of them get less than $1000. That does 
not leave much for medical bills which tend 
to rise with the years of a man’s life. 


Nor are the members of the subcommittee 
—Senators McNamara, Kennedy, Clark and 
Randolph—the only ones concerned. Repre- 
sentative Forand again has introduced his bill 
in the House. Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Flemming is working on a 
plan which would cost as much as Forand’s. 
Not waiting on Congress, Gov. Rockefeller has 
urged the New York legislature to make all 
new group insurance convertible to individual 
coverage for an unlimited period beyond the 
time when the insured leaves the employe or 
union group through which the policy is is- 
sued. (Most group policies now either lapse 


at this time, or may be continued only at con- ’ 


siderably higher rates.) Gov. Rockefeller 
also has proposed improved state care, espe- 
cially for the mentally ill. 

These various approaches are not mutually 
exclusive. The extension of the Social Securi- 
ty system would provide the widest coverage, 
but this might be less than adequate unless 
supplemented by other insurance and pen- 
sions. It also makes sense to widen the indi- 
vidual’s opportunities to provide for himself. 

With this in mind, the Senate subcommit- 
tee proposes that the Government sell “con- 
stant purchasing power bonds” to pension 
funds, retirement annuity systems and insur- 
ance companies so that benefits would not be 
reduced by inflation. Individuals also would 


be allowed to buy such bonds, but they would 
not benefit fully by an increase in value un- 
less they held them beyond retirement age. 

Ways may be found to help those over 65 
to help themselves through useful work. In 
the meantime, however, it would be wise to 
adopt insurance plans along the lines being 
suggested in Washington and in Albany. In- 
surance also is self-help. It is more economi- 
cal and much more dignified than public in- 
stitutional care—or hand-outs. 


Company Around the Sun 


It is expected to be many weeks before the 
full degree of success achieved by the Pioneer 
V space probe can be determined. While the 
26-inch sphere is expected to explore the 
mysteries of the vast areas between earth and 
Venus as it orbits the sun, this astro-naviga- 
tion will be of little value if the radio trans- 
mission system fails. 

If Pioneer V functions as intended, there 
should be amassed a wealth of information 
that will be of value in determining the extent 
to which man can venture into space. There 
are still such problems as the unsettled doubts 
over flights into regions of strong cosmic 
rays. Observation of meteorites and dust 
particles, collection of data on the sun’s ultra- 
violet and X-ray regions, a check on present 
means of measuring planetary distances and 
a weighing of plans for putting a satellite 
close to Venus are other matters in which it 
is hoped Pioneer V will prove successful. 

Through repeated failures and partial suc- 
cesses in space it has become apparent that 
long research and much experimentation are 
essential. Man has much to learn before he 
is prepared to seek the major triumphs that 
should dwarf the victories thus far attained. 

It cannot even be said Pioneer V is a leader 
in its intended realm of travel. The 98-pound 
capsule is joining two other satellites now 
circling the sun—Soviet Russia’s 3200-pound 
Mechta which was launched in January, 1959, 
and our 14-pound Pioneer IV which was fired 
on a moon trajectory last March. Premier 
Khrushchev’s boast that it would take many 
of our “oranges” to equal the weight of one 
of his big sputniks still has a sting in it. We 
still are hounded by what rocket men call 
Murphy’s Law: If\anything can possibly go 
wrong with a missile shoot, it will go wrong. 
A few hours before Pioneer V was shot into 
space, a giant Atlas exploded over its launch- 
ing pad and so ended a series of 21 straight 
successes for our big military rocket. 

We have a long way to go before we catch 
up with Soviet Russia in this space race 
which the Administration has refused to con- 
cede we are in. Even if the $12,000,000 Pio- 
neer project is completely successful, we still 
will be lagging. It is dangerous to be in sec- 
ond place in the space age—and it will con- 
tinue to be so until the nations learn to live 
together peacefully. 


Signatures Will Help 


County voters who want to see genuine re- 
form of the county’s creaking tax-collecting 
machinery, not a politically-inspired sham, 
will have to look for it elsewhere than the 
Democratic-controlled Council or Supervisor 
McNary. The Council is moving blindly ahead 
with a bill that neither touches nor corrects 
the basic conditions under. which Collector 
Devereaux engineered the tax fiasco of a 
few weeks ago. 


The real reform clearly indicated by the 
Devereaux trouble is to take tax assessing 
and tax collecting out of politics. A nonpar- 
tisan citizens committee is presently circulat- 
ing petitions for Charter changes that would 
achieve that end. Everyone who wants an 
opportunity to vote for efficient administra- 
tion of the county’s offices ought to sign them. 


One of the Charter amendments sought by 
the citizens would combine the presently 
elective offices of Assessor and Collector, 
neither of which makes public policy, into 
one headed by a director appointed by the 
Supervisor. Most importantly, the citizens 
are circulating a companion amendment that 
would put all the employes of these offices 
under the county’s merit system. 


The bill pending in the Council would 
combine the offices under an elective official 
and continue the hiring of workers under 
the patronage system—which is to say it 
would leave the present situation essentially 
unchanged. The Council also seems to be 
out to rush its phony proposal to the voters 
in August, when the politicians will have pro- 
portionately more to say about the result 
than in November, the citizens’ target date, 
when more independents can be expected to 
go to the polls. 

County voters who want a modern tax-col- 
lecting vehicle, not a set of seat covers for 
the old one, should not be fooled. 


Stopping Up the Seaway 

A situation has shaped up at the newly 
ocean-linked port of Chicago which puts to 
test the adequacy of new federal labor laws 
to cope with gross abuses of union power, 
‘The advantages of the deep-channel St. Law- 
rence Seaway are being frustrated there by 
the excessive cost in time and money of 
substandard, slowed-down and feather-bedded 
stevedoring services. So intolerable has the 
situation become that the terminal operators 
are thinking of asking the Teamsters Union 
to take over from the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association. 

ILA exploited the labor-short situation of 
last year’s Seaway opening to get a firm 
and stultifying grip on port operations. It 
demands as much for green hands as for 
experienced, and the latter are scarce. It 
has taken over the loading from ship to 
land transport, done elsewhere by railroad 
or truck line employes. For unloading trucks, 
customarily done by two men, it requires 
four. Employers say’ many ILA members, 
greedy for extra pay, slowed to snail’s pace 
so they could work double and triple shifts. 
Result: The lowest productivity (half Mil- 
waukee’s) and the highest costs among Great 
Lakes ports. 


These union abuses are taxes on the public 
purse as well as the private. They nullify 
improvements in our commerce which the 
United States expects to come from its in- 
vestment of millions in the Seaway and in 
the subsidy of United States shipping. So 
hardily have they affected this country’s 
Seaway shipping that one of the subsidized 
flag lines, Grace, is asking permission to cur- 
tail or abandon its service this year. What- 
ever the outcome of Chicago’s predicament, 
it cannot help having its effect on the gen- 
eral health and usefulness of the United 
States’s new Fourth Coast.

FAA’s Year of Achievement 


Aviation Agency Ordered New Safety Rules and Traffic Management Program 


From Remarks in the 
Senate by Senator Scott 
of Pennsylvania 


Mr. President, a little more than a 
year ago Gen. E. R. ‘‘Pete’’ Quesada 
took over the reins of the newly cre- 
ated Federal Aviation Agency. He 
was not content to merely set up a 
new organization. He demanded that 
that organization start producing im- 
mediately. As he put it, safety could 
not wait. And produce he did. 

One theme — aviation safety — has 
dominated all of Mr. Quesada's ef- 

forts. In this pur- 
suit of safety he

us look at those achievements; and I 
remind my colleagues that this record 
was compiled in’ eniy one year of 
operations. 


Basically, the FAA has three pro- 
grams to improve aviation safety: It 
sets standards of safety; it maintains 
a close watch to insure that these 
standards are being followed; it in- 
vestigates and initiates corrective and 
punitive action when these standards 
are violated. 


In its first year of operation, this 
FAA system resulted in a number of 
new safety regulations. The agency 
ruled, for example, that no person 
who has reached his sixtieth birthday 
can be utilized as a pilot on any air 
carrier. 

Another new safety regulation re- 
quired more detailed initial training 
and proficiency tests for co-pilots of 
the commercial airliners. 


The agency also issued a new rule 
that airborne weather radar shall be

The FAA also ordered its flight in- 
spectors to enforce by inspection the 
requirement that flight crew members 
on commercial transports remain at 
their duty stations during flight. 


In the closing month of its first 
year, FAA put its safety inspectors 
on a round-the-clock, seven-day-week 
schedule in a concentrated safety in- 
spection program of all scheduled air 
carrier training programs and flight 
operations. 


Improved and modernized medical 
standards for airmen certificates were 
adopted. Reasonable limitations were 
imposed on the consumption of alco- 
holic beverages by airline passengers. 


To keep pace with the expansion of 
jet operations, FAA established 30 
new high-altitude jet route segments 
for a total of 25,455 miles. Radar sur- 
veillance for these civil jet operations 
was accomplished when the military 
permitted the agency to man and uti-

lize 38 Air Defense Command long- 
range radars. This combined radar 
system enabled FAA to track all jet 
flights from takeoff to touchdown with 
the exception of a small area in the 
Rocky Mountain-west. 


To meet the needs of an expanding 
volume of air traffic, the agency com- 
missioned a new navigational aid or 
air traffic management facility at the 
rate of one a day for a total of 368 
for the year. These included, in part, 
72 approach light systems, 11 pew 
airport traffic control towers, 18 longs 
range radars, nine precision approach 
radars, and two airport surveillance 
radar units. Also during the year, 
FAA contracted for the construction 
of six new air royte traffic conol 
buildings, and one new traffic control 
center building was put in service at 
San Antonio, Tex 


FAA installed new electronic com- 
puters at six of its busier air traffic 
control centers. At the same time, 
agency scientists and engineers re- 
ceived delivery of the first compo- 
nents of a new fully automatic air 
traffic control system. This giant 
computer, called Data Processing 
Central, will handle all the repetitive, 
non-decision-making functions of the 
air traffic controller. Its most spec- 
tacular function, however, is its abili- 
ty to. probe, detect and predict con- 
flicts or collision courses. 

Soon after it was established, FAA 
set up a new air space management 
program which made available 10,000 
miles of new airspace for civil 
aviation. 

This is, in part, the record of FAA’s 
first year of operations. I submit, 
Mr. President, that it is a formidable 
story of achievement, and I should 
like to single out Federal Aviation 
Administrator Quesada for his accom- 
plishments. He is to be heartily con- 
gratulated for a job well done. —

GUITARST SEGOVIA 
“GETS BIG OVATION 


By MANUS SAS SASONKIN 

es Segovia, dean of clas- 
sical guitarists, played before a 
Capacity audience last night in 
Graham Memorial Chapel at 
Washington University. As a 
personal triumph, it could hard- 
ly. have been exceeded. Mr. 
Segovia was greeted by pro- 
longed applause, which erupted 
afresh following each number, 
and which, eventually, evolved 
into a standing ovation, replete 
with cheers, shouting and even 
some stamping. 

Mr. Segovia proved himself, 
once again, a master of his in- 
strument, a .virtuoso probably 
without parallel. He evokes from 
the guitar an entire spectrum 
of instrumental color; his play- 
ing is suffused with elegance, 
dignity, subtlety and taste; and 
he could probably interpret 
“Dixie” in such a fashion as to 
make it sound like great music. 

Therein lies the weakness. 
Such are Mr. Segovia’s charms 
that they very nearly cause us 
to forget that much of the time 
he is playing either music of 
ostentatious insignificance (such 
as the “Sevilla’’ of Albeniz, or 
the Tarantella of Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco) or finer music alien to 
the medium. 

-¥# is true that the guitar reper- 
toire has not been overburdened 
by.the better composers. It is 
no Jess true that such a move- 
mént as the Minuet from 
Haydn’s Ninety-sixth Symphony 
gains nothing, and loses much, 
by being transplanted from its 
native orchestral soil. Not even 
a performer of Mr. Segovia’s 
stature can improve on Haydn’s 
artful scoring. 

Although Mr. Segovia manipu- 
lates Bach’s involved counter- 
point with blithe adroitness, he is 
powerless to achieve the legato 
of a bowed instrument or the bit- 
ing ictus of a harpsichord. 

Mr. Segovia also raided the 
string quartet literature and the 
piano literature in his search for 
material, and he played nearly 
flawlessly (one might conceiv- 
ably object to a certain license 
with rhythm) and with unfailing 
musicality. 

Were the act of performance to 
be regarded as an end in itself, 
Mr. Segovia’s artistry would 
have to go unchallenged. But I 
cannot strangle the notion that a 


performance is only a means, | caid. 
and that without the faithful | 


transmission of a composer’s 
message, it exists in a void. 

Since radical shifts of sonority, 
articulation, even melody and 
harmony, are involved in tran- 
scriptions, Mr. Segovia was un- 
able to be completely faithful to 
his’ composers. That he was 
largely faithful to them in spirit 
is'to his everlasting credit. But 
spirit is not quite enough.

cent of the labor force in the 
United States, Thomas C. Men- 
denhall, president of Smith Col- 
lege, said last night. 

Speaking at a dinner of alum- 
nae and friends of the college 
at the University Club, Menden- 
hall said more women, especi- 
ally college graduates, are 
working and working longer 
than ever before. 

“A woman can expect to be 
employed for 25 years of her 
life,’ he said, noting a recent 
estimate that by 1970 one-half 
of all wives between 45 and 54 
years old in this country will 
be employed.

During the Nazi years in Ger- 
many, Pastor Niemoeller became 
a symbol of Christian resistance 
to the totalitarian government of 
Hitler. He was a prisoner in 
concentration camps from 1937 
to 1945. 

The son of a German pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. Niemoeller trained 
for naval service, and was an 
officer in the Germany Navy 
from 1910 to 1920, During World | 
War I he was commander of a 
submarine. He is now a pacifist. 

After World War I, Pastor Nie- 
moeller studied theology, and 
was ordained a minister of the 
Evangelical Church in 1924. The 
change in his course of life from 
military service to the ministry 
is described in his book, ‘‘From | 


U-Boat to Pulpit,”’ (1937). | 


Following his release from Nazi r 
concentration camp in 1945, Pas- | 
tor Niemoeller returned to his 
career in the church. He has 
played an important role in the 
reconstruction of German Prot- 
estantism. In addition to his own 
church responsibilities, he has 
served in the field of inter- 
church relations, and was a dele- 
gate to the Amsterdam and 
Evanston Assemblies of the 
World Council of Churches. 

Pastor Niemoeller visited St.
